BLOWING UP OF THE STE \M 


FRIGATE FULTON. 


We have to record O3ie of the most 


dreadful and fatal accide3ils that ever 
took place in this neighborhood. Yes- 
terday the powder magazine of the 
steam frigate Full on the First, lying at 
the Navy Yard in Brooklyn, exploded 
Sc killed or wounded nearly all on board. 
This was about three o'clock in the af- 
ternoon, and we stopped the press when 
about half of our edition was worked off, 
to C03timunicatein a postscript the mel- 
ancholy intelligence, which had been 
just received. 
Such was the^agitation 


of the moment, that we could do noth- 
ing more than merely to announce the 
fact. 
Since tiiat time we have collect- 


ed particulars of the event from vari- 
ous sources, and we believe they may be 
relied on for accuracy. The Fulton 
was employed as a receiving ship and 
was lying moored about two hundred 
yards from the shore. 
The higher of- 


ficers of the vessel were at dinner in the 
ward-room, and with them were Mrs. 
Brackenridge, ancl a son of Lieutenant 
Platt, a lad about nine years of age, 
whose father had returned that morn- 
ing after at month's absence. 
Commo- 


dore Chauncey who had visited the fri- 
gate for the purpose of inspection, had 
just left her in company with Captain 
Newton the commander of the Fulton, 
and several other officers. 
The num- 


ber of persons on board is supposed to 
have exceeded an hundred. There are 
one hundred and forty-three persons 
attached to the vessel, of whom the 
band, seventeen in number, were on 
shore, and many others absent on duty. 


j In ihe magazine, situated in the bow of 
I the frigate, were about three barrels of 
! powder. Such was the state of the ves- 
sel, when all at once her three masts, 
with spars and splinters of plank, were 
seen by persons on the river and other 
parts of the neighborhood, rising in the 
air.followed by dense volumes of smoke, 
and by a report like a discharge of a 32 
pounder; after which was heard the 
sound of the heavy fragments falling in- 
to the water. 
Boats immediately gath- 


ered around the spot, and people~hur- 
ried ro the navy yard from all quarters. 
The vessel presented a shocking spec- 
tacle; shattered from stem to stern, and 
covered with dead and wounded.— 
Corpses of men, and large portions of 
the vessel were floating in the water a- 
round her. 
The dead in many instan- 


ces were horribly mutilated, scorched 
by the flame and blackened by the pow- 
der, and their features so changed as to 
be recognized with difficulty. 
The 


bodies were picked up and taken to the 
Navy Y;.rd. which was filled with the 


part of the magazine called the filling: 
room, there were about three barrels of 
condemned 
powder, in cylinders — 


Whether Williams carried alight with 
him into this room, is not known, but 
soon after lie went down to the maga- 
zine, the vessel was blown up. 
The 


fire could only have been communica- 
ted to the powder by his means. 
The 


gunner of a vessel of war is a confiden- 
tial person, and no others of the crew 
arc permitted to have access to the 
powder. 


Fortunately there were yesterday a 


much smaller number of men on board 
the Fulton than usual. The day previ- 
ous to the accident sixty two of the'men 
were drafted to join the Constellation 
frigate at Norfolk, and had Departed 
for that place. 


The Fulton appears to have suffered 


much from the injuries of time. 
Her 


timbers laid open in every direction by 
the explosion appear much decayed, 
and Ave have been assured by a gentle- 
man of the United States Navy, that if 
she had been as sound as when origin- 
ally built, the explosion of fifty barrels' 
of powder could not have shattered her 
in that manner. 
A considerable UT 


mount of property on board was de- 
stroyed. 


The Natchez was lying anchored 


near the Fulton, and there were other 
vessels at no great distance, but none 
of them received the least injury. — • 
There was a bridge leading from the 
shore to the Fulton, but even this was 
not damaged. 


It is wonderful, considering that the 


room in which the officers were dining 
was situated about midships, that the 
lives of any of them should have been 
preserved. 
Several, however, escaped 


almost unhurt. We give below a list

and humanely offered their services. 


Commodore Chauncey was one of 


the first to search the Fulton after the 
accident. This vessel was one of great 
strength, with sides more than four 
feet thick, a33(l the other parts of pro- 
portionate solidity, but she is now a 
complete wreck, .sunk hi the mud, her 
bow blown away to the water's edge, 
her larboard side shattered to pieces, 
her timbers rent and shhered in every 
direction, many of her guns thrown in- 
to tho rher, with not a ihrcad of rig- 


h'fl.nor a single mast 


of killed and wounded. It is an imper- 
fect one. 
A gentleman from the" navy 


yard this morning informs us that he 
counted twenty-eight coffins. 
The bo- 


dies_of from twenty to thirty persons 
who no doubt perished by the explo- 
sion, and among whom is the gunner 
Williams, have not been found. Most 
of them no doubt lie under the wreck 
of the vessel. 
Lieut. Brackenridge 


survived some hours after he was taken 
up. 
Hib lacly is also very seriously, 


and it is feared dangerously wounded. 
Lieutenant Plutt, and Sailing Master 
John dough, are so severely injured 
that they are not expected to live. 


This terrible accident'has thrown a 


gloom over the whole city, ancl is al- 
most the only subject of conversation, 
Hundreds of our citizens have visited 
the spot where it happened, and have 
returned^horror-struck at the scene it 
presents.
